DEMOCRATS TO IKE RESCUE! 



In a dramatic worm-turning in the Senate last week, eleven 
Democrats led by Albert Gore ol Tennessee threatened to cap- 
ture Eisenhower's foreign trade program and pass it, despite 
Republican opposition. During an enthusiastic 90-minutc de- 
bate, which clearly illuminated the importance of this program 
to U.S. prosperity and the future of the free world, not one 
Republican said a word. Knowland finally changed the subject. 
In the House the Republicans responded by extending for one 
year, without change, the moth-eaten Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act, thus ducking the issue till next session. "The sole 
purpose is to preserve the status quo" said Dan Reed. 

That's what the Republicans did last year, too. Their excuse 
then was to gain time for a complete study of our whole for- 
eign economic policy. This study was made. The Randall com- 
mission issued its report last January, a disappointing but not 
hopeless compromise between protectionists and liberals. In 
March the President picked the best of the Randall recommen- 
dations and urged their passage on Congress. These dwarfed 
fruits of so many previous compromises were then pared away 



by Republican congressmen to the mere stem ol Reed's "status 
quo" the ('resident meekly agreeing. 

"I say that our foreign trade policy is too important to be 
sacrificed without a struggle," declared Albert Gore last week. 
Amen, Senator! And three cheers for all Democrats willing to 
join Gore's plot to make the fight the President wouldn't. Sure, 
Gore and Co. are interested in embarrassing the Republicans. 
But in this case the embarrassment of the Republicans, besides 
being richly earned, coincides with the interest of the nation. 

The President's foreign trade proposals were, as he said in 
March, the minimum necessary to keep a certain hope alive 
among our allies: the hope that free enterprise would have a 
new birth in an environment of expanding trade. Surely Con- 
gress should be allowed to vote on that; and we hope Gore and 
Co. will resist the temptation to settle for Dan Reed's status 
quo and will carry through their plot on behalf of the whole 
presidential program. We never thought we would see the 
day when the Democrats looked like saviors of free enter- 
prise, but they certainly look that way on this issue. 



THE FARM PROGRAM CAN BE SAVED 



In obstructing so much of their own party's program, those 
Rock Age Republicans" (see abat e and p. 124) often claim 
to be "voting their convictions" and upholding their princi- 
ples. But they cannot make any such claim in what the House 
Agriculture Committee did last week in plowing under the 
President's farm program. A majority of Republicans on that 
committee, with the gleeful help of Democratic farm bloc con- 
gressmen, junked the President's proposal for a system of flex- 
ible price supports. Instead they voted to extend the unw orkable 
and appalling system of rigid supports which each year floods 
the nation with still more unwanted surpluses. 

This time the President came back fighting. In his address 
to the nation two days later he courageously warned those 
who vote for something they know is bad because they think it 
is good politics that he is not afraid to demand a sensible solu- 
tion in an election year. Dwight Eisenhower was at his finest 
when he said, "Though I have not been in this political busi- 
ness very long, I know that what is right for America is politi- 
cally right." So saving, he challenged Congress to ignore the 
"minority clamor" and enact a farm program that will fit 
the facts. 

Fortunately one fact (though the President did not mention 
it) is that he is in a position to enforce this program, with or 
without the help of Congress. For if Congress insists on ex- 
tending rigid price supports, all that Dwight Eisenhower has to 
do is veto the bill. What will happen then — assuming that Con- 
gress will not override the veto— is thai a law. already enacted 
in 1949, will then take effect. And it empowers the Secretary of 
Agriculture to set up much the same sort of flexible price sup- 
ports that he seeks. 

The sorriest fact about the farm mess is that the supporters 
of rigid supports arc well aware that they are economic non- 
sense. The system guarantees for the six "basic crops" — corn, 
cotton, wheat, rice, peanuts and tobacco — a fixed price no 
matter how much is needed or how much is produced. The 
same protection, extended in varying degrees to other com- 
modities such as potatoes, butter, etc., not only induces farm- 
ers to grow more than is needed, thus wasting land and man- 
power that could be usefully employed, but it also often prevents 
the production of things that arc needed. Housewives who find 



pork too high-priced get little consolation because a farmer 
found it cheaper, and easier, to put his corn "on loan" than to 
use it to fatten more hogs. Almost all the outstanding farm 
economists of the country agree that the system of rigid sup- 
ports is bad. There is no way price supports can be justified 
unless they are geared to production — falling as production 
rises — to keep the surpluses from constantly mounting. 

What makes this nonsense more startling for Republicans 
to support is that it is far more extreme, as a form of hand- 
nut and political bribery, than anything Franklin Roosevelt 
or Henry Wallace ever sought for farmers in their heyday. 
During the whole of Wallace's reign price supports seldom 
exceeded 75% of parity (the ratio of what the farmer gets to 
what he has to pay) and often were as low as 60%. The exist- 
ing system freezes them at 90%. What the President and Ezra 
Benson are seeking is no abrupt, or radical, departure from 
this. While price supports, under their plan, could drop to 
as low as 75% of parity, they could not drop more than five 
points in any one year. But the law of supply and demand 
would he allowed to operate in a limited way; the support 
price would drop one point for some crops every time the sup- 
ply rose two points. The alternative is to attempt to deny 
reality: for the U.S. has already sunk 86.5 billion (about three 
fourths of the cost of all atomic expenditures to date) in sur- 
pluses. The mountains of goods cannot be wished out of exist- 
ence; no matter what artificial supports Congress tries to 
maintain, surpluses depress markets and threaten to depress 
them still more. Farm income has fallen 25% in the last six 
years despite rigid support prices. 

The President should continue to fight and, if necessary, 
use the veto. It may be that he can win the fight in Congress 
itself. The Agriculture Committee is. of course, hopelessly 
stacked against him. Bui on the floor lie can count on at least 
two thirds of the Republican vote and will he defeated, if he 
is defeated, by Democrats. At least 100 farm bloc Democrats 
will vote against him. The balance of power will be held by 
50 northern city Democrats who will thus have an opportunity 
to vote in the interests of the consumer, to stage another 
Democratic rescue of the President and to join him in prov- 
ing that what is good for the country is good politics.

The past month turned out to he one of the 
most memorable in Egyptian archaeology. 
While diggers were still chiseling at stones 
around the newly discovered solar ship of 
Khufu (Life, June 14), another historic find 
was unearthed 15 miles away at Sakkara.

In Los Angeles County, which contains nearly half of California's entire 
population, a man familiar with the seamy side of politics lost an elec- 
tion to a pretty political novice. State Senator Jack Tenney, a notori- 
ous anti-Semite, ran for rcnomination in the Republican primary 
against Mildred Younger, a 33-year-old housewife. Campaigning on a 
pro-Eisenhower platform, Mrs. Younger hit at Tenney's bigotry. Ten- 
ney's supporters put the name of Hazel Younger, a mental patient, on 
the ballot (below), hoping to confuse the opposition and split its 
votes. But Mrs. Younger won a 2-1 victory. 

The victory gave national stature to Mrs. Younger, who had made a 
nationwide impression through TV in seconding Warren's nomination 
at the 1952 convention. Now she stands a good chance of becoming 
California's first woman state senator. Her district includes four mil- 
lion people — more than most senators represent in Washington, D.C.

Red pressure grows in Geneva and Indochina, Jimmy Roosevelt wins and Churchill fails to find his swan 



At Geneva last week the British stiffened — hut 
as far as Imlorhina was concerned it seemed 
long past too late. Faced by Communist insist- 
ence on Communist representation on any 
neutral armistice commission, Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden said with belated tartness, 
"If the positions remain as they are today, 
then it is our clear duty to say so to the world 
and to admit that we have failed." 

At Hanoi all alternatives to failure seemed 
to have been used up. Despite brave words 
still coming from the French generals, most 
U.S. military commanders felt that the battle 
for the Red River Delta had been lost at Dien- 
bienphu. U.S. leaders, whose suggestion for 
using air power to win that battle was over- 
ruled by the British, were no longer willing to 
commit U.S. strength now- that the possibility 
for a clean-cut victory was gone. They grimly 
noted that French cruisers, whose only pos- 
sible use would be to cover an evacuation from 
Haiphong, were moving to the Far Fast. 

Said a high-ranking American official at Ge- 
neva: the only way to convince some of our 
allies of the real Communist intentions was to 
let them learn for themselves. Now, perhaps, 
a line for future defense could be drawn. 



Four years after Britain warmly recog- 
nized Red China, Red China coolly rec- 
ognized Britain. Geneva heard that 
Peking had agreed to send a charge 
to London at long last hut failed to set 
a date for hi- arrival. It was announced, 
however, that a Red China trade dele- 
gation would arrive soon.

Last week, with her military position in Indo- 
china steadily worsening and her tough little 
foreign minister, Georges Bidault, unable to 
report to the National Assembly {below) that 
the Reds would leave the nation in desperately 
desired peace, France felt the familiar jolt of 
cabinet crisis coming on. Premier Joseph Lan- 
iel lost a vote of confidence, 306 to 293, and 
submitted his resignation. Though the opposi- 
tion votes were eight short of the 314 needed 
to force Laniel out. it was obvious that his 
government could not last much longer.

Guatemala tightens screws 

Plans for a Pan-American conference on Red 
infiltration into Guatemala moved forward as 
political tensions in that country increased. 
President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman's Communist- 
supported government suspended constitu- 
tional guarantees and dozens of arrests were 
reported. Colonel Rodolfo Mendoza, former 
Air Force head, fled to El Salvador and bis 
brother Miguel, onetime director of police, took 
refuge in the El Salvador embassv. 

Meanwhile Nicaragua broke relations with 
Cosla Rica, accusing its government with plots 
against Nicaragua's president. 



A sick-looking black swan, found near 
Cden in Holland, caused a little inter- 
national splash. A British embassy offi- 
cial thought that it was one reported 
missing from Sir Vt inston Churchill's 
Chartwcll estate.

GAME PROVIDES DERISIVE SUMMATION OF HEARINGS 



After reflecting on the silly aspects of the hearings 
for several weeks. New York Worhl-Ti'U'gmm find Sun 
Stall Writer David Snell devised anil drew the game 
ahove, which his paper published and syndicated last 
week. '"The procedure is simple," wrote Snell, ''as is 
apparent from a quick glance at the playing hoard. . . . 
One player is designated 'It.' . . . The other plavers 
take turns questioning him and are allowed 10 min- 
utes each. ... A player who asks an 'Unfair' ques- 
tion is awarded three 'Points of Order.' When he has 
collected 10 of these he can exchange them for one 
'Point of Personal Privilege.' ... It is wise for the 
beginning plaver to master the art of avoiding 'The 



Central Issue.' . . . The more unrelated the question, 
the greater the number of 'Points of Order' awarded 
to the asker. . . . When a player's turn comes he 
may. if he chooses, draw one 'Charge' from the deck 
of 'Accusation' cards. As in poker, some of these are 
said to he Wild.' An 'Accusation' is always met with 
a 'Counteraccusation.' These also may be 'Wild,' at 
the discretion of the player." 

Snell ends philosophically: "It is suggested that 
players waste no time searching the deck for a 'Clear- 
cut Outcome.' It is not in the cards." The hearings 
had produced highlights that people would remember, 
but few would dispute Snell's over-all interpretation.

Atlantic salmon 
is the greatest challenge 
in northern streams 



A 20-pound Atlantic salmon, securely hooked 
and twisting double as he leaps six feet out 
of the water, is a sight to make a millionaire 
drool. Hordes of sport fishermen dream about 
watching this most exclusive and acrobatic of 
fish perform at close range and hearing the 
high whine of the reel as the salmon makes 
a run. But very few anglers besides the very 
rich can afford the luxury of going after the 
spirited "silver leaper." 

At one time salmon were plentiful in riv- 
ers as far south as the Connecticut. But over 
the years civilization has driven them north, 
leaving the only good fishing in Quebec, New- 
Brunswick and Newfoundland. Even there the 
commercial fishermen take a heavy toll with 
nets near the mouths of rivers as the salmon, 
after a year or more on the bottom of the 
North Atlantic, come back to spawn. 

Once up the river they are safe from all 
civilized enemies except anglers, who lease 
fishing rights for as much as $8,000 a year for 
an eight-mile stretch. Drawing on energy built 
up during his stay at sea, the powerful salmon, 
weighing up to 59 pounds, outswims the swift- 
est currents, jumps falls as high as 14 feet. He 
does not feed going upstream but is so charged 
with energy that he can be induced to take a fly 
out of sheer restlessness. When that happens 
the result is so spectacular that the privileged 
few who own the fishing rights guard them 
more jealously llum a sultan guards his harem.

THE ATOMIC LOCOMOTIVE 



A physics professor's practical dream, the massive X 1 2 could run for months on a charge of U-235 



Ordinary locomotives traversing the U.S. must either follow expensive 
power lines or make regular stops to take on coal or oil. But the atomic 
locomotive shown here could easily travel twice around the world with- 
out refueling once. Called the X-12, and still a designer's dream, it was 
worked out by Dr. Lyle Borst and his physics students at the University 
of Utah after consulting the Association of American Railroads and a 
dozen different companies. Its components are revealed in the cutawav 
drawing below, shown full length in single strip at right. As big as the 



largest steam engine, the two-sectioned X-12 would be 160 feet long, 
would be powered by a steam-generating atomic reactor in a 200-lon 
shield to contain its intense radiation. The whole engine would weigh a 
massive 360 tons, and its wheels would be driven by electric motors. 

The reactor itself, designed by Babcoek & Wilcox Co., consists of a 
cylindrical tank three feet in diameter and a fool long, filled with a solu- 
tion of fissionable U-235 (red). As the control rods are withdrawn, chain 
reaction in the uranium beats the solution to 160° F. Water piped into 
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thousands of lubes running through the cylinder is turneil to steam 
(pink) by the reactor's heal. After passing through a moisture trap the 
steam goes on to turn the turbine, which drives four electric generators, 
two on each side of the reactor shield, producing 7,000 hp. On leaving 
the turbine the steam is reconverted to water by a condenser, then Hows 
hack to the reactor once more. Since a second water system is necessary 
to cool the condenser, Dr. Borst's design calls lor a 65-foot radiator car 
behind the locomotive. Cold water from this car enters the condenser at 



the bottom. Hows upward through it. Heated as it condenses the steam, 
the water then returns to the radiator car for cooling. Because the steam 
generated in the reactor is slightly radioactive it cannot be used to heat 
the train, and an additional steam generator is provided. 

Dr. Borst estimates it would cost $1.2 million to build his locomotive, 
almost twice the price of a four-unit Diesel of comparable power. Despite 
the price, he feels that the X-12's power, acceleration and ability to oper- 
ate continuously would enable it to compete with conventional engines.

Champ faces his biggest field 



In all kinds of weather and on all kinds of 
courses, all kinds of golfers turned out on Na- 
tiona! Coif Day to try to beat Bell Hogan in 
the third annual competition sponsored by 
Life and the Professional Golfers Association. 
Up as prizes for everyone who could outseore 
the U.S. and British open champion were hand- 
some bronze medals bearing Hogan's portrait 
and inscribed, "I Beat Ben Hogan." There 
were more golfers than ever lined up against 
him and more playing with generous handicaps. 



But the universal rival, golfer of the year, 
Ben Hogan himself, was sick, had to put off his 
round a week. The delay, while giving him a 
chance to regain his health, did not improve 
his chances of beating the record throngs ar- 
rayed against him.

As hp walked to (hp first tpp, Ben Hogan still 
looked peaked and complained of being "way 
behind in my training." Then, with a powerful 
recovery from the rough (right), he got a 
birdie on the first hole. He also birdied the 
second. He slipped to a par on the third, then 
got consecutive birdies on the fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh. His approach shots were 
stopping near the pin and his putts kept drop- 
ping. Frequently (above) the usually dead-pan 
Hogan broke into a smile. 

With three more birdies and only one over 
par hole on the back nine of Baltusrol's lower 
course, where this week he will defend his Na- 
tional Open title, Hogan wound up with a 64. 
This was eight under par and three shots better 
than the competitive course record. Even Ben 
could not explain why things went so well. "I 
don't know really." he said after the round. 
"Everything just happened to pomp off." 

Hogan's spectacular round was bad news for 
the 165,000 golfers who had set out to beat him. 
Chances are some 30,000 players would have 
won medals if Hogan had shot a par as he did 
in Golf Day's inaugural in 1952 when 14.000 
of 85,000 players beat him. As it is, about 
2,500 players, headed by the low-shooting Cali- 
fornians (right), will gel the awards this year.

After her 40 hours of weekly duty, Eleanor 
sometimes went home to visit. But much off- 
duty time she spent looking in on the \aried 
activities of the patients. 

These activities, coupled with a deliberately 
planned air of freedom, are vital parts of the 
hospital's program. Boston Psychopathic, a 
teaching and research center as well as a hos- 
pital, is headed by Dr. Harry C. Solomon, a 
man dedicated to helping patients readjust to 
normal joys. Thev attend dancing classes and 
lectures, conduct a patients' government, go 
on picnics outside the grounds, attend church, 
listen to the radio. With the pleasant company 



of friendly nurses to help, many patients be- 
gin to lose their abnormal fears of life. 

After her 12 weeks at the hospital Eleanor 
Dodge has not yet decided which branch of 
nursing will he hers. She may return to surgery 
or obstetrics. But of one thing she is sure. 
Her slay at Boston Psychopathic will make 
her a belter nurse wherever she may be. for 
she has learned that physical pain is not the 
only type of suffering which needs easing.

The G.O.P. is in trouble because the President avoids politics and politicians evade responsibility 



IN private talks with his political and legis- 
I lalive advisers these days the head of the 
Republican party again and again reverts to 
his favorite question: "What's this party 
trying to do — commit suicide?" 

Dwight Eisenhower was elected nearly 
two years ago to form a Republican admin- 
istration with a mandate that was broad and 
clear: At home it was to reverse the pattern 
of continuing government control of busi- 
ness, reorganize the government's financial 
operations, halt the long-continuing drift of 
inflation. Abroad it was to stop the lighting in 
Korea and in general substitute a dynamic 
anti-Communist foreign policy for the siatic 
program ol containment. 

In some of its most important aspects the 
mandate has been fulfilled, and in others 
encouraging beginnings have been made. To 
fulfill it completely the President needed a 
comprehensive legislative program drawn 
up for and passed by Congress on a multi- 
tude of problems. Six months ago Eisen- 
hower sent to Congress a series of requests 
for legislative action designed to carry out 
campaign promises. His program was pop- 
ular and reasonable. A Republican Congress 
should have welcomed it and expedite.) its 
passage. But what has happened? Requests 
that were crucial to the over-all Adminis- 
tration program have been ignored, others 
have been turned down and some allowed 
to get bogged down in a web of endless de- 
lays (box, next page). Only last week, with 
the end of the congressional term bearing 
down on him, the President felt obliged to 
appeal by radio and TV to the nation as a 
whole to salvage his program. 

Before he sent this program to Congress 
he issued a challenge to his party, saying 
that unless it could "develop and enact . . . 
a progressive, dynamic program enhancing 
the welfare of the people of our country . . . 
it does not deserve to remain in power." Is 
the G.O.P. then willfully trying, as Eisen- 
hower impatiently asks, to kill itself? The 
answer is: no, but it has not yet figured out 
what it is living for. Many Republicans still 
behave as if a Democrat were President and 
they are duty bound to oppose him. 

To shed some light on the motives and 
sell-justifications of this group, we will ex- 
amine in this article the case histories of 
10 Republicans, five senators and five repre- 
sentatives, whose support of their own ad- 
ministration has ranged from lukewarm to 
icy. The common denominator of their poli- 
tics is this: the President, even a Republican 
President, should confine himself to making 
suggestions for legislation and vetoing bills 
he disapproves of. He should not aggressively

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seek to direct congressional action. From 
this it follows that these senators and con- 
gressmen feel they must vote under Repub- 
lican Eisenhower just as they voted under 
Democrats Truman and Roosevelt. 

Some of these 10 are national figures: 
John Bricker, for example, fancied himself as 
his party's president 10 years ago. Some are 
obscure names in newspaper stories that be- 
gin, "Congress today turned down President 
Eisenhower's request for . . . ." They all 
speak for the wing of the party which holds 
that a President should reign but not rule. 

This tradition reached its apogee when 
Admiral Dewey, acknowledging talk of his 
candidacy, allowed he could handle the job 
all right because all you had to do was sign 
whatever bills were passed by Congress. But 
the idea of a President who merely "signs 
here" has now become fantastic and dis- 
astrous. The complexities of modern gov- 
ernment make it an anachronism. 

Holdovers from Whiggery 

THE only rationalization for a President 
who reigns but never rules comes from jeal- 
ous congressmen who hold to a degraded 
version of the doctrine of the separation of 
powers: namelv, that the proper slate of re- 
lations between executive and legislature is 
unending warfare. The proper political label 
for these men would be Whigs, for they are 
holdovers from the party which last elected 
a President, Zachary Taylor, in 184Jf. 

With notable exceptions — Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt — Republican presidents 
have operated more or less on Whig doc- 
trine, cither by choice or because they had 
to, but Whiggery should not be confused 
with conservatism. Crusty Bob Taft under- 
stood the value of partv discipline, as he 
demonstrated as leader of the Senate under 
Eisenhower when he organized the Congress 
whose workings he understood so well. 

Dwight Eisenhower began his presidency 
with such a profound respect for Congress 
that it made him appear willing to take a back 
seat on policy and on legislation. His coop- 
erative, gentle approach continues to mark a 
new era on Capitol Hill after the congres- 
sional taunts and demands that used to come 
from Truman and Roosevelt. The Republi- 
can Congress, however, has not responded 
with similar cooperation. 

Congressional Quarterly gives the Repub- 
licans in Congress an over-all mark of 74%, 
or C-minus, on supporting the leader of their 
party. Comparatively, this is a good mark. 
In six years Harry Truman got less than half 
of what he asked of Congress. But Truman 



asked for twice what he needed on the usual- 
ly correct assumption that Congress would 
cut his programs in half. Eisenhower's rec- 
ommendations are drawn up so they can be 
accepted, his budgets are realistic. Consid- 
ering the appealing nature of his Republi- 
can program, C-minus for Republican sup- 
port is a poor mark. 

There are as many explanations of what is 
wrong with the Republican party as there are 
politicians in Washington. Most of the ex- 
planations are as wrong as the earthy Repub- 
lican quip that "the G.O.P. is going through 
the 'change of life.' " Two theories in partic- 
ular arc mistaken: 

► The Democratic line that the G.O.P. is 
incorrigible and the only way to support 
Ike is to vote Democratic: "We'll save him 
from the Republicans." Democrats have no 
thought of supporting a Republican presi- 
dent unless it is politically useful to them- 
selves, i.e., eventually advancing the Demo- 
cratic cause. 

► "There's nothing the matter with the Re- 
publican program that couldn't be cured 
with a few more votes in Congress." This is 
a too simple explanation of the trouble. Ad- 
ditional Republican votes in Congress would 
obviously be desirable, particularly in the 
Senate where the parly is actually in the 
minority. But if the additional votes were 
of the C-minus variety, they would not help 
in tackling the basic problem. 

The real explanation of why Republicans 
will not support the No. 1 Republican lies 
half with the party, as represented in Con- 
gress, and half with the No. 1 Republican 
himself. 

The President's other hat 

Pisenhower wears two hats, one as Presi- 
r dent — "President of all the U.S." as he 
desc ribes it — and one as leader of the ma- 
jority part)\ He has been slow to appreciate 
the second half of bis job and slower still 
to perform its functions. 

It is a vital part of his office. The presi- 
dential responsibilities have grown lar be- 
yond the confines of the original language 
of the Constitution. Presidents who were 
strong party leaders, like Jefferson, Jackson, 
Wilson and both Roosevelts, left deep im- 
prints on their parties. Weak political lead- 
ers left their parties ripe for disintegra- 
tion. Just as the nation as a whole looks 
to the President for leadership on vital prob- 
lems, a responsibility nowhere mentioned 
in the Constitution, the political party also 
looks to the White House lor guidance and 
direction.

THE REPUBLICANS CONTINUED 

The bill of particulars against Eisenhower 
as a Republican political leader includes his 
failure to speak up on basic political issues. 
He dallied with the McCarthy problem for 
20 months. At a recent press conference 
Eisenhower was so faint in his endorsement 
of the Randall Commission's recommenda- 
tions on foreign trade that Washington re- 
acted with the assumption that Clarence 
Randal! was resigning, and the White House 
had to issue an official denial. Privately, 
Eisenhower is (inn on both these questions. 
But Republicans, listening for cues from the 
While House, often have assumed their par- 
ty's leader does not much care either way. 

A seasoned politician who has studied six 
administrations at close hand describes the 
Eisenhower team as "the most politically 
inept group 1 have ever seen." The majority 
ol Ike s cabinet, able men though they are, 
are politically inexperienced. Occasionally 
Eisenhower s liaison team perlorms magnif- 
icently on Capitol Hill, as when they pushed 
through the St. Lawrence Seaway after 20 
years of Democratic failure. They are im- 
proving. But the absence of political savvy 
around Eisenhower has been quickly recog- 
nized by Republicans in Congress. 

Eisenhower himself lacks the instinctive 
political touch. Early in his Administration, 
for example, he telephoned a key Republi- 
can and asked ior his support in an impor- 
tant roll call about to be taken in the Sen- 
ate. The senator was on record against the 
bill but agreed to half support his party's 
leader. He would absent himself and thus 
not vote either way. The incident occurred 
15 months ago. The senator has never heard 
from the President since. 

The loudest Republican complaint against 
the President as a party leader is that he is 
reluctant or unable to transfer his enormous 
personal popularity to party candidates. Re- 
publicans with tough races to run in Ohio, 
Massachusetts and Michigan are hoping for 
visits to their constituencies by the Presi- 
dent to give them added votes. But Sen- 
ator Henry Dworshak, who faces a hard 
run lor re-election in Idaho where Eisen- 
hower carried 43 out of the state's 44 coun- 
ties, believes that an Eisenhower visit would 
neither help nor hurt him. Republican 



candidates are depressed by the statistics of 
two years ago: then Eisenhower carried 297 
congressional districts while his party's can- 
didates for Congress won only 221. 

EXCEPT for the period of the 80th Con- 
gress, the Republicans were the minority 
party between 1933 and 1953. Minority- 
mindedness became inbred. None of the pres- 
ent Republican senators served during Hoo- 
ver's administration; only 14 Republican 
representatives can remember what it was 
like to support a Republican president. Those 
20 years stultified the growth of Republican 
congressional leadership, especially in the 
Senate. After the deaths of the two most re- 
sponsible Republican senators — Arthur Van- 
denberg and Robert Taft — Republicans had 
to reach down into the ranks for a leader. 
William Knowland, who was hand-picked by 
Taft. is young (45) for a senator; he was a 
senior at the University of California when 
Herbert Hoover was inaugurated. His politi- 
cal orientation is toward the majesty of the 
Senate. "The presidency and Congress are 
coequal" is a favorite Knowland phrase. This 
means thai when Knowland's convictions as 
a senator conflict with those of his party's 
leader, Knowland behaves and votes as a 
senator. Thus, in the final roll call on the 
Bricker amendment, he theatrically moved 
out of his majoritv leader's seat and voted 
against the President. 

In the House, Republican leadership has 
been lar smoother. Speaker Joseph Martin 
Supports Eisenhower most of the time and 
keeps it a secret when he disagrees. Floor 
Leader Charles Halleck and Chairman Leo 
Allen of the Rules Committee have switched 
from carping, sniping criticism of Democrat- 
ic administrations to positive, constructive 
support for their own administration. 

An unaccustomed majority 

THE need for intelligent, forceful leader- 
ship in Congress is great because of the 
unwillingness of so many Republicans to ad. 
just themselves to the unfamiliar situation

of being in the majority. Many of the 266 
Republicans in the House anil the Senate 
pride themselves on voting under a Repub- 
lican administration just as they did under 
Democratic presidents. "I must vote my 
convictions" is their common apology for 
failure to support their party's new leader- 
ship. They ignore the fundamental fact that 
the statesmen of the postwar Republican par- 
ty — Vandenbcrg, Taft, Joe Martin — altered 
their positions as circumstances changed. 

THE five senators and five congressmen 
| whose records and motives are reported 
on below were singled out not because they 
are the worst of the parly or because they 
are the only ones still obstructing their own 
administration. They merit detailed examina- 
tion because together they provide a com- 
posite portrait of the Rock Age Republican. 

'You (eel like an outcast' 

Senator Milton Young of North Dakota is 
a man who could be induced to support the 
Administration more and more if the White 
House bothered to cultivate him. Milt Young 
was originally a fervid isolationist. Arthur 
Vandenberg converted him to follow the in- 
ternationalist line on foreign policy. One day 
Young complained, "Van, I just can't go 
along on this next vote." Vandenberg said, 
"That's all right, Milt. Everybody's entitled 
to a vacation now and then." 

On the wall of Young's outer office is a pic- 
ture from the 1952 campaign showing Eisen- 
hower with his arm around Milt Young's 
shoulders and both of them grinning like 
brothers. Two years later Young is on the 
verge of bitterness. In private conversations 
he calls the White House "The Palace" and 
Complains, "You don't feel like a Republican 
any more. You feci like an outcast." 

He has received no White House atten- 
tion, attention that he rightfully expects and 
deserves as a senior member of the Appropri- 
ations Committee, No. 2 Republican on the 
Agriculture and Forestry Committee and sec- 
retary of the Republican caucus. He has met 
only one of Eisenhower's congressional liai- 
son men and that was a five-minute intro- 
ductory visit over a year ago. 

This spring the Congress finally passed a 
bill to survey the possibility of restoring the

olil Ford's Theater in Washington to the condition it was in when 
Ahraham Lincoln was shot there. Mill Young had hecn working on 
the hill for eight years. His administrative assistant phoned a 
White House acquaintance to say that it would he a nice gesture if 
Eisenhower asked Young to come down w hen the hill was signed. 
The While House reported hack. "No, it would he too much of a 
strain on the President. " 

Eisenhower carried .North Dakota by 71.4%. Despite the unpop- 
ularity of the "Benson farm plan," he would probably carry the 
stale again today — but by a narrow margin. Mill Young, when he 
comes up for re-election in 19.56, figures that Eisenhower's popu- 
larity will be useless to him. "It isn't a question of how far to go 
with Eisenhower to be re-elected, it s a question ol how lar not to 
go in order to be re-elected. The economic problems of North 
Dakota just don't fit in w ith the President's program." 

In 18 months Young has voted against Eisenhower 30 times, 
for him 41. 

'I'm not voting against the Administration at all' 

Co.NGIlKSSMAN NoMI MtlKGAN MASON 

is peppery and breezy in rationalizing 
his 24'/i support of his party leaders 
in 1953: "I'm not voting against the 
Administration at all. but 1 do vote 
against the program the Truman ad- 
ministration wanted and since it's the 
same program, I am still against it." 
He is 95% for Joe McCarthy, "1,000% 
for the Bricker amendment " but slight- 
ly less than 50' < in favor of the Presi- 
dent s program. 

Mason, who looks something like 
a pint-sized Santa Claus, boasts of a 
5! 2-inch chest expansion ("So does my 
son; I've never measured my daughter's "). This remarkable lung 
capacity enables him at the age ol 71 to swim three miles daily dur- 
ing bis summer vacation month and during the other 11 months 
to scold the Eisenhower wing of his party for aping Truman and 
Franklin Roosevelt. 

He was born on a farm near Cardilf, Wales, the 12th of 13 chil- 
dren. His father moved to northern Illinois when Noah was 6. 
Noah eventually became a school superintendent in Oglcshy, III. 
When the city's treasury got in a mess. Mason moved in and 
straightened it out. lie was elected to Congress in 1936. 

He gels to his office by 7 o'clock weekday mornings and stays 
there for I I hours. He is usually asleep by 8:30. His legislative 
interests are taxes, trade (he opposes foreign trade) and social 
security (he would prefer the Townsend Plan). 

Mason is a considerable ham, but a very likable one. He is a 
personal favorite among all congressmen, even liberal Democrats. 
He insists he must represent the wishes ol his people but he adds, 
apropos of his weekly newsletter to his constituents, "It helps 
maybe to guide the thinking of my people a little bit." 

I'm not going to take the easy way' 

CoNWIKSSM AN HaHOI.O RoYCE GllOSS, 
whose Third Iowa District includes 
some of the country's richest farm 
land, is anti-Eisenhower as a matter of 
principle: "I'm not going to repudiate 
my past votes. I am not going to toss 
my convictions overboard." He is a 
bitter opponent ol loreign trade liber- 
alization, of the farm program and of 
any kind of foreign aid. Last year he 
voted against the Administration 25 
out of 34 times; this year he finds he 
can support less than half of Eisen- 
hower's program. 

Gross is a slight, sharp-featured lit- 
tle man who wears loud neckties and a permanently worried ex- 
pression. A onetime newspaper reporter, he got into politics via 
radio broadcasting. He lakes his job as congressman very seriously. 
In three terms he has missed not one meeting of his House com- 
mittee (Post Office and Civil Service) and only a handful of House 
roll calls. He was re-elected by 52,000 votes in 1952— about 5,000 
behind Eisenhower — and he won handsomely in the Republican 
primary this year.

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Gross worries about the changes in his party since 19.52 hut not 
about himself. He is proud of his consistency. He explains. "You 
have no strong virile party if you continue to do the things [as a 
member of the majority] you were condemning as the opposition. 
. . . Sure, the easy way is to go along with the Administration but 
I'm not going to take the easy way." 

'We're going to make him into a good president' 

Senator George Wilson Maloxe of 
Nevada calls Eisenhower "my personal 
friend. I would go out and fight for him 
any time." Malone, who likes to be 
called "Molly." would not, however, 
necessarily vote for his friend. In 18 
months he has voted anti-Eisenhower 
35 times, pro-Eisenhower 31. 

A civil engineer who helped build 
Hoover Dam and California's Central 
Valley Project, Malone looks 20 years 
younger than his 63 years. He boasts he 
can still rope a calf once out of four 
tries. He entered the Republican pri- 
mary in Nevada in 1946 because "I 
just got so God damn mad at what was going on, and I'm still mad." 
In 1952 he was barely re-elected by 2,722 votes, and then only be- 
cause Democratic Senator Pat McCarran. whose personal candidate 
had been licked in his own party's primaries, switched his organiza- 
tional support to Republican Malone in the general election. 

Molly Malone' s mind is made up on two subjects: 1) 'The light 
on the Senate Hoor is not for or anti President Eisenhower . . . the 
fight is whether the legislative branch is going to be a satellite just 
like it's been for 20 years. . . . After all, the Congress has to make 
the policy lor the Republican party." 2) Low tariffs are the cause 
of most of America's troubles. 

He has toured the world as a senator and claims to have visited 
every nation on the globe except Russia. After each trip abroad 
Malone returns even more convinced of the evils of foreign trade. 
At his first Republican caucus in 1946 Malone remarked, "All 
these sons of bitches need is a referee in bankruptcy." 

Molly Malone will never follow the political leadership of his 
good friend Dwight Eisenhower. He hopes it may happen the other 
way. "I think we're going to make him into a good president." 

Dwight Eisenhower treats Malone with Job-like patience. The 
weekend after he cast his vote to kill Hawaiian statehood, Malone 
played golf with the President. Back in the locker room Eisen- 
hower gingerly broached the subject of the Hawaii vote. Molly dis- 
missed the subject with a wave of his hand: "I sure took you off 
the hook on that one." 

'I'm a New Deal Democrat domestically' 

Congressman Ai.vin O'Konski of Wis- 
consin leels absolutely no compunc- 
tion to go along merely because he 
ami Eisenhower arc both Republicans: 
"I've got to vote to please my people." 
His people, in Wisconsin's 10th Dis- 
trict, are largely Scandinavian Prot- 
estants and instinctive New Dealers. 
Fifty-year-old, black-haired O'Konski 
is of Polish descent, married to a Cath- 
olic, and a Republican. But he avoids 
the party label at home, votes lor do- 
«i 'jam mest ' c social legislation and against in- 

HHL ML _3H ternationalist proposals, and keeps get- 
ting re-elected by whopping majorities. 
When Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Tall Benson cut dairy price 
supports, O'Konski immediately called for Benson's resignation. 
He sent out circular letters to 48,000 constituents excoriating the 
dairy order and asking them to withhold judgment until the St. 
Lawrence Seaway and the social security legislation were enacted: 
"If I hadn't done that, my goose would have been cooked." 

O'Konski opposes Eisenhower on taxes (he wants to increase 
personal exemptions), is against foreign aid, against reciprocal 
trade, against raising postal rates, against the farm program, against 
increasing the debt limit. He favors the Bricker amendment. "I'm 
a New Deal Democrat domestically and a rabid conservative inter- 
nationally. It's a hell of a mix," he explains. "If I were to vote 
100% pro-Administration I'd not come back. . . ."

'I've got to live with myself 

Congressman Wint Smith of Kansas 
frets ahnut his nonsuppnrt of Ike. Last 
year his effective support was 47't, 
this year it is down to 23. 

In his private conversations. Srnilli 
sometimes appears to gloat about his 
rejection of Eisenhower's program. But 
he is basically a disturbed ami worried 
man: I recognize mv obligation as a 
Republican, bill when vou find your- 
self in disagreemenl what's ihe repre- 
sentative to do? Vote his own convic- 
tions, or follow along blindly? In strict 
analysis, there isn't any use to electing 
a Congress if they're going to follow 
the leadership . . . one of the things we campaigned against was 
Usurpation Of power by the executive. ... If I voted against 
things when Truman was President, I can't in good conscience 
change overnight. . . ." 

Wint Smith is a huge, burly man (6-feel 4-inches, 240 pounds) 
with a thick fringe around his bald pate and a soft voice. He grew 
up on a Kansas farm and dreamed of going to Harvard Law School. 
In France, in World War I. he ran into Harvard graduates "who 
were alwavs looking for somebody from llalnud. Hahvud. so I 
said to hell with them and went to Yale Law School instead." He 
had brilliant combat records in both wars and in 1946 the Re- 
publicans of rural, northwestern Kansas elected him to Congress 
as a war hero. 

Smith works hard at bis job of reaching his own convictions 
and not changing his mind "overnight.'" He is in his office by 
8 a.m.. works until 6. eats dinner and listens to the radio com- 
mentators in bis apartment a block from the office, and at 7:15 
p.m. returns to work. He reads everything financial, economic 
and political that crosses his desk and even subscribes to the OB» 
port Bulletin — "so 1 can see what is coming into the country." 

"I'm uncomfortable." he complains softly in between puffs of 
his ever-present cigaret. "Alter all. I've got to live with myself 
and I'm not going to follow along on some issues that I think are 
detrimental to the country's welfare and the people of my district. 
... I have nothing but admiration for General Eisenhower . . . 
but in my opinion there are a lot of people who've been giving him 
advice who are sympathetic to social progress ideas. . . ." 

'They expect me to analyze and think' 

Sknatok Andrew Schoeppel is up for 

re-election in Kansas this vear, a fact 
which accounts lor bis sudden and 
increasing support of Kansan Eisen- 
hower. He supported the President 55% 
of the time in 1953; this year his aver- 
age is up to 70' r. and he goes along on 
practically all of his party leader's do- 
mestic program. But he parts company 
on raising the debt limit, foreign trade, 
foreign aid. the Bricker Amendment 
and general foreign policy, which he 
blames on Dulles. A devoted 'fall man, 
he grew up in a German-Russian com- 
munity in rural Kansas. He has been 
in politics from city councilman to governor and senator all his 
adult life. Schoeppel acknowledges the tug from back home to sup- 
port the party leadership— "They expect us to go down the line 
pretty generally" — and he has stopped muttering against Eisen- 
hower's international policies: "I'm not going to be against the 
President just to be against . . . |bul| the people of my stale would 
kick you into the Kaw River if they thought you were a yes-man. 
Thev expect me to analyze and think." 

Schoeppel is at a kind of Republican crossroads. He almost sure- 
lv will be elected. W hat kind of support he gives his party in the 
next two years depends on the future political climate, for though 
he is sometimes a rebel in Kansas politics. Schoeppel likes to be 
with the winner. If Eisenhower develops into a strong, successful 
leader of bis party, Schoeppel will go along. But he is analyzing 
and thinking how he can win re-election all by himself: he hasn't 
asked the President to visit Kansas and he thinks his lukewarm 
support of the Eisenhower program is good enough over-all so it 
will not bother him in the campaign.

Senvtoh Willi ui Jlwf.r is thoroughly 
politically minded and conscious of 
party unity. Hr will not declare him- 
self on the President s farm program, 
for instance, because there are 10 In- 
diana Republicans in the House and 
"it wouldn't help them at all. now, 
would it. if I'm on record one way 
and they all vole the other."' It obvi- 
ously has never occurred to him that 
he could help his partv even more by 
using his influence on the 10 con- 
gressmen If) get their support for the 
head of the party's program. 
Jenner has voted for the President 
about twice as often as he has voted against him. lie i- honestly 
amazed al the suggestion that some id' his actions have been criti- 
cal of the Administration, fn a recent speech he excoriated the 
present "Acheson legacy in American foreign policv. I'bere isn't 

a word of criticism in there critical of the Vdministration," he 

savs. When the While House fired Indianan Clarence Mauion from 
the chairmanship of the President's Commission on Intergovern- 
mental Relations. Jenner praised him as a "line \merican slates- 
man"" on the Senate floor and said. "I am shocked.'' Was that 
critical? "No, it was a local situation, it wouldn't have anything 
to do with not supporting the Administration. . . . Ike didn't fire 
him; Sherman Adams lowered the boom." 

On the critical Hawaii issue the Republicans needed every vote 
they could get. but Jenner gave his to Pal McCarran. McCarran 
phoned from a sick bed in Nevada thai he wa- planning to come 
East and vote despite his doctor's orders unless Jenner gave him 
a "live pair"' — i.e.. abstain so as to cancel out the absent McCar- 
ran. Jenner obliged. 

"Ike brought in grace and calm and dignity thai wc had lost in 
Washington," Jenner reminds political audience--. The President 
also brought in Bill Jenner. who faced the re-election light of his 
life in 1952 and almost surely would have been defeated without 
the Eisenhower landslide. In the political climate of 19 months 
later, however, no fine has disabused Bill Jenner of the notion 
that average support of his party leader— C minus support — is all 
that is expected of him. 

'A senator is elected the same as the president' 

Senator John Bricker of Ohio has 

been a Republican politician since 
1923. was the vice presidential candi- 
date 10 years ago. but he feels no par- 
ticular lugs of political devotion to (he 
new leadership of his Republican party. 

Bricker rates Eisenhower's legisla- 
tive program on a par with the 1952 
Republican platform: no Republican 
senator should oppose either— unless 
be has good convictions on which to 
base his opposition. Except for his 
constitutional amendment to limit the 
President's treaty-making power, which 
he will reintroduce on the lirst day of 
the 84th Congress ("il will be enacted one of these days." he savs 
patiently). Bricker has carefully avoided conflicts with the Presi- 
dent, lie is against statehood for Hawaii, but be voted with his 
parly against Democratic maneuvers to kill il parliamenlarilv hv 
linking il with Alaskan statehood. He is against giving the vole to 
18-year-olds, but to avoid voting against ihe President he missed 
that roll call. (The vote was one of the very rare ones w hen not 
one Republican was recorded against Eisenhower, though almost a 
third of the parly abstained.) 

Lacking any stimulus to follow new partv leadership. John 
Bricker is impressed by ihe majesty of his Senate seal, which he 
will occupy until 1959. "A member of the Senate." he savs with 
great dignity, ""has his responsibilities . . . the President s job is 

to recommend and to vein . . . the congressman has the responsi- 
bility for passing the laws ... a senator is elected the <ame as 
the President by the people of the stale." There is no reference 
to the fact that Bricker is a Republican senator and that, for 
the first time in 20 years, the Administration also happens to 
be Republican.

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'It should be a congressional program' 

Congressman Kit Francis Curdy of 
Michigan has one main interest: to 
get publicity as a Red-hunter. Though 
a freshman congressman, he managed 
to wangle a prized assignment to the 
Un-American Activities Committee. He 
does not give a hoot for his party lead- 
ership. "It's wrong to talk ahout a pres- 
idential program."' he savs. "It should 
be a congressional program . . . peo- 
ple who hear down on the idea that the 
President should tell Congress what to 
do are out of the same mold as the Ger- 
man people who created Fiihrer Hitler.' 

Clardv grew up in the Missouri farm 
county that also gave Jesse James his start. He dahhled in Repub- 
lican politics while practicing law in Flint. Mich, until one night 
in 1950, when he brooded ahout the government. I just could 

not think of anything in the government I liked, so I walked into 

the kitchen and told my wife I was going to run for Congress." 

He was licked in the primary that year hut he made it in I9.">2, 
when he was elected hv 12.IKX) votes. The issue in Clardv "s re- 
election — he has no primary opposition will he Communism, 
or so he savs. He plans to use the same line that heal his op- 
ponent two years ago: "I do not say my opponent is a Commu- 
nist hut after all he is a member of the Americans lor Democratic 
Action. . . .*' 

IT is difficult to assign common reasons for the continuing back- 
| wardness of these ten Republicans. An easy answer to what 
moves them would he to dismiss each in turn as a representative 
of an extreme hut hv no means untypical prov incialism that is all 
too evident among local politicians in both major parties. This pro- 
vincialism is what underlies their isolationism on world affairs — 
a kind of isolationism that finds it dillicult to vote foreign aid 
monies lo combat big-lime Communism abroad but is eager to 
fight the Communist menace, real or suspected, at home. 

In another sense this attitude reflects a kind of confidence, bor- 
dering almost on complacency, in the American way of life. Their 
confidence assumes that in times of comparative peace the Repub- 
lic and the Republican party can afford the luxury of allowing each 
individual to pursue his own objectives irrespective of the national 
interest. At least this is true 1 individually: each one of these men 
is sure he is pursuing his course for truly patriotic motives; each 
in turn would be shocked, indeed outraged, to hear himself de- 
scribed as an enemy of his party and the Administration. 

Is there any hope nf reconciling them to a new course? Though 
no general answ er can be given in the affirmative, ihe case of one 
man, New York s Dan Reed, is both instructive and cause lor hope. 

The conversion of Dan Reed 

A YEAR ago, a gallery of Republicans whose support of Eisen- 
hower ranged from lukewarm to icy could have led off with 
Dan Reed. The hitler battle which he waged and lost against the 
President on extension of the excess profits tax was the dramatic 
crisis of the Administration s l l J53 congressional program. All 
Democrats and most Republicans expected he would spend this 
year getting his revenge. Hut as a Democratic member of his Ways 
and Means Committee describes it, the change in Chairman Dan 
Reed has been a "miracle." 

Though he called the Social Security Act "unconstitutional 1 ' in 
1935 and since then repeatedly lought Democratic liberalizations 
of it, Dan Reed skilllullv steered Ike's request for an expanded 
security program through his committee this spring. ( )n the door of 
the House only six Southern Democrats and two Republicans (in- 
cluding \\ in t Smith) opposed Reed's pro-Eisenhower handiwork. 

Working intimately with Eisenhower's officials in the Treasury, 
Dan Reed wrote and guided through the House Iwo major tax bills 
this year. The President failed to get everything he wanted but he 
got infinitely more than seemed possible a year ago. 

Jut-jawed Dan Reed is not a I00'< Eisenhower man yet. He had 
successfully bucked the Randall Commission program for freer 
foreign trade and one of his prices for cooperation on social secu- 
rity was an agreement not to push that program this year. Part of 
the arrangement, however, was thai Reed agreed to facilitate a one- 
year extension of the basic Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act — a 
law he has voted against five times in the past.

AMERICA'S FAVORITE ROAD GUIDE 



Dan Reed once prided himself on his obstinacy. Now lie says, 
"I am part of the Administration." 

Some pessimists argue that it is not possible lor Eisenhower to 
change the Republican party because the tools arc not at hand. 
Once a President could enforce discipline upon his followers with 
the weapon of patronage. In the years of Democratic administra- 
tions when the federal payrolls were steadily expanding it was a 
usef ul adjunct to the power of the presidency. But President Eisen- 
hower came in ple.iged to reduce the federal payrolls and they have 
shrunk so mucii in his Administration that in 18 months the Re- 
publican National Committee has found only enough good patron- 
age jobs for 2,500 deserving Republicans. 

Today patronage is perhaps the least effective way of enforcing 
party unity. It did not figure in Dan Reed's case. Speaker Joe Mar- 
tin actually had more jobs to fill when he was leader of the minority 
than he has had since 1952. And despite the present paucity of 
jobs, the screams from senators for the "right" to fill those few 
show how even limited patronage can be a presidential weapon. 

Through TV, Eisenhower has entered the living rooms of IS 
million Americans. His power over public opinion makes a first- 
class demagog like Joe McCarthy water at the mouth. Eisenhower's 
still fantastically strong following throughout the country is what 
all politicians dream about. 

What he lacks in patronage he and his Republican National 
Committee more than make up for in control of campaign iunds. 
His Bureau of the Budget can recommend (or disapprove) projects 
in congressmen's home districts. His liaison men and the President 
himself have tried out these weapons on such legislation as the 
St. Lawrence Seaway and the tax bill. Politician Eisenhower will 
have to use those tools of office more often. 

A few threats and simple lessons 

MIS greatest weapon will get the acid test in November. If pro- 
]\ Eisenhower Republicans run handsomely, despite his present 
intention to tuck his political coattails into his presidential pants, 
all Republicans will take serious note. "If Senator John Sherman 
Cooper can get re-elected in Kentucky," says a Republican con- 
gressman who has studied his party's wavering roll calls, "it will 
be worth six Senate votes for the Administration." 

Gentle persuasion and cooperation over a long 12 months made 
Dan Reed "part of the Administration." Other Republicans need 
rough, tough treatment. A few threats, particularly if they were 
carried out, would hurt no one except the recalcitrant Republi- 
cans. The Eisenhower wrath is a wondrous thing to behold, but 
few senators have had that salutary experience. 

Other Republicans need simple lessons (Democrats can explain 
the matter) in how to read the election statistics of November 
1952. Some, like Molly Malone, are beyond Ike's reach. But if 
Republican leader Dwight Eisenhower can make a convert out of 
Dan Reed, there is a good chance that by choosing weapons suita- 
ble for each target he can eventually make similar converts of the 
Bill Jcnncrs, Milt Youngs, Wint Smiths and Harold Grosses. 

That is, if Eisenhower and his Republican party have enough 
time and enough determination.
